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The chief ala which the Legionary Iftmwnt sought to achiers 
was the education of the huasn character along all of the principles 
mentioned shore, there existed the fir* conviction among the leaders 
of the norennt, at that tine, that the transformation of the human 
character was the decisive factor in achieving the political, economic 
and social changes In the Rumanian community, both In width and In 
depth. The method of action and of political fighting decided on by 
the Legion led to the organisatioo of the Kovement on a strict hierarchy 
and discipline, which gave it a real and important unity and force of 
action throughout the country. 



The development of the Legionary hoveaent did not take place 
in a quiet political atmosphere because of the conflict between Its aims 
and the political, economic mid social interests of the other political 
parties or of seme state institutions. 1 serious political break 
occurred between the Legionary Kovement and the old political parties 
due to the misunderstanding, on both sides, of the social-biological 
principle. According to that principle there must exist, in the life 
of a human society, an organised oontinuity between successive generations, 
a linking which should lead to a harmonisation of the political md 
social Interests of those generations, whose practical effect should be 
the harmonious development of society as opposed to convulsions caused 
by revolutionary terrorist actions. 



The assassination of MJHCIU in IASI (1?28) br CQDRGAHU 
himself, the assassination of X. G. DOGA in SDUIA (1933) end the 
assassination of STELESCU in BUCHAREST, constituted grave terrorist 
manifestations of the Legionary borement in the political lift of the 
oountry which led, as a logical consequence, to the aggravation of the 
conflict and of the break between the Ifcnrsment end the traditional 
political parties. The very serious political conasqaencea of those 
.terrorist actions forced the Legionary kovsoent, for a time, Into 
clandestine existence. That barred the Legion from a natural development 
out in the open, under the critical supervision of the public opinion 
of the country.

That experience was further and final proof to CQDdRANU Ad 
to the group of LegionlV$* / leaders who surrounded him, that only the 
public development, out in the open and not In the darkness of clandestine 
existence, is the method proved by the practice of democracy whereby a 
political organisation can be built on and supported by large masses of 
the population, and, as such, la able to govern the general Interests of 
a state at a certain given bis tori cal coeent . 



The foreign policy statement which OOD&EANU made in 1937 » and 
by which he pledged the Legionary Kqc ee n e nt. tp sjjpport.fche jsolicy of „ 
National-Socialist J3ermairc before preparing -the po li tical clii»te~by .. 
making an agreement with Hitler's Gernaoy*-i« explained by Iulln KAN Xu, 
with all his moral authority and the knowledge of the realities of 
political life in Rumania, with the following words quoted from a letter 
which he addressed to HoratWgqKMlClV on 30 August 19kui 

These statements of the leaders of your movement were in 
fact in full agreement with the explicit statement made to me by the 
founder of your normal, Corneliu CCOREANU, on the occasion of our one 
before the last interview, that his ties with Germany were not the 
National-Socialist principles but that they ensued from his opinion that 
in. the work! war which would break out German would be victorious, and 
that there should be a political group which should serve as a shield 
for the Rumanian interest* vis-a-vis the supposed victors*" 



3. The Period 1938 - 1939- The New legionary Guard. 

The teachings learned from the political experiments made 
until 1937 determined CODREANU and the group of leaders who surrounded 
him to accept quietly the measures taken by King Carol XI, during the 
Spring of 1938, which meant the establishment of the dictatorial regime 
in fcunanie. That act was followed by the detention, in prisons and 
concentration camps, of the most representative elements from among the 
Leaders of the Legionary lavement. They were taken in custody as 
political hostages* 
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Th« parliamentary elections held in December 1931 under

burrent. Any repressive measure which would be taken by the dictatorial 
government of the country timing to dee troy the Legionary Uovenent would 
be considered by public opinion an illegal Manure, hitting the legionaries 
unjustly, if the Bov ament could not be accused of committing terrorist 
actions which threatened the Maintenance of public order or the existence 
of the state. Those unjust blows which would be given to men who were 
strongly supported by the Rumanian public opinion, would have hit back 
as a boomerang the dictatorial regime of King CAROL XI, and the regime 
would have appeared to the same public opinion as arbitrary, totalitarian 
and oligarchic. 

COEKitANU and the group of Legionary leaders who were around 
him, such as Engineer Oh. CLDCS, Ion BAflEA, Alecu CAflTACUZDiO (who were 
also considered CQDRKANU's successors ir. ease he should die) as well as 
other important members of the Legionary Movement, took the political 
decision to submit to all illegal and unjust repressive measures which 
the dictatorial government of CAROL II took exclusively against their 
ioveaent* They considered that attitude to be the only way whereby they 
could defend the moral and political position which they had gained in 
tne parliamentary elect ions, and the Just way* They considered that 
political terrorism should be unconditionally avoided In public, political 
life, as their past experiences had proved that the consequences of such 
terrorism were very serious for tliose who used it, who were placed outside 
the legal order of society. It was generally considered by those leaders 
that it was only a matter of time, end patience, until the Legionary 
Movement would get the power of the state and govern R um a ni a, alt) lough, 
for the time being, the Legion suffered at the hand of CAROL XI. 

y The lost message which was sent by CODREAhu during the Summer 
of ljfld, from DUFTaHA prison, Instructed all Legionaries to be quiet 
throughout the country* The message repeated the word "quiet" three 
successive times. That message was delivered to' Pci rhri Auf pfgre i by the * * 
physician of aXFTAHa prison. Dr. CCHSA was assistant professor of the 
iedical School of the CLUJ University. Dr. CCUSA transmitted the .message 
immediately to BUChARLHT, to the coamand group organised by ' Horliq ^BLiL 
and both Legionary Commandants. '

Lavement, who held in the Legion the ranks of Leglonmty Commandants, 
Assistant Cotunand&nts and Legionary Instructors, were then imprisoned in 
kl&itCUtuSA CIUC and VaSLUI camps, as a result of the police activity which 
had been started by the X inis try of the Interior in April 1938, or were 
held in military and civilian prisons as violators ofthe -politteel-- 
reoreesive laws. Some of the founders of th? LegioaMPfToveraent who 
heid the Lecfcomar* rank of Commandants of the Glad Tidings (Comandanti 
ai Sunei Vesuri) and other most important members of the movement were 
imprisoned in Lb* RALN1CUL SAK^MUon, where they were specially 
guarded and where they served w»5p. prison terms. All of them sent from 
prison messages which were similar to that sent by CQDREANU, urging the 
Let'lonJb4&£w be quiet in the whole eu entry.

Horla SHU end Kicolaa PAjJU^-abufled t^g good faiths and the 
lack of knowledge of the s ituatioxv-HST^#^ rionfiAeh vtj 0 had been 
trained in a severe discipline end In total obealonce tSt instructions 
which they received froa the leaders of the movement. Furthermore, they 
profited froa the advantages which are offered by clandestine activity 
to direct and subordinate without the possibility of being questioned 
or checked, and organised a clandestine activity with members personally 
devoted to then* 

The application of the plan for terrorist activity was 
started by 5 ZMA In August 1936 with the assassination of OOLZBERDIR, a 
Jew from fcAKL, followed by an attack with explosives against 

the CLUJ gas plant, an attack with saqploaives against the Jewish Thegtre 
In ARAD, the dynamiting of a Jewish public building in AIDA IULlA/^he 
attsapt to assassinate 8 TETARESCU-OOANCL 1 , the rector of the CLUJ Univer- 
sity# etc* Those terrorist acts could not shake the political stability 
of the dictatorial regime of K 0 P CAROL II, butchered to tterndjuu* 
the long-awaited motive to oDbXtfr thalrtgionEsy movement ewSAo 
country** laws as oaa-mhlch threatenmolegal ord kc and the existence of 
the state, justifying thus the very severe repressive measure* taken by 
the Linister of the Interior* The first consequence was the assassination, 
by the government, of Comeliu Isle a CODRRAKU, of the three NICaDCRES 
(Nicadori) and of the ten DSCMVIRSS (Deceaviri), in Hovembgr^ 936 , as . 
a rspressiv* measure of the government against toe Legionftflf^tovsmsnt. 

The second oonsequenc* was the diaoovery, by the gorernmeiv^ of the 
clandestine of the Horla SOU subversive Legion&Pforgenlietiou 

and the fatil shooting of/ftrof j VaailogCHlSTVSCE, a cr.*ar a’ *Vt 
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contend. Sinrulteneously, a number of I«zian&)«r were murdered in the 
pH*on of thi* IWVct.nr#* nf PoUe* of th« Genital (Prefecture Politloi 
ocpiialei), while other* were burned alive ei Lae Cwi&A w— aWfiw lu 
BUCHAREST, end still others were murdered by* the police authorities, in 
s repressivt end counter-terroristic gorernma nt drive against the 
legionary Movement. The third consequence was a police bunt for the 
regaining leaders of the SIMA subversive legionary organisation. Finding

In 1939 Has! Germany was preparing for Vrorld War IT, The 
dismemberment of the CZECHOSLOVAKIAN state in the Spring of 1936 *<* the 
last step of those preparations before Germany started its "Blita-Krieg" 
in ths "Drang nacb Oaten". POLAND, which was Germany 1 * next political 
and military objective, was bound to RUNAKIA by a treaty of frlenshlp 
and mutual assistance, in case of war. The regime of King CAROL H 
was categorically set, in its foreign policy, on the tide of the Allies i 
England, The United States and France. Because of that, Rumania 
furmished the Alliee with an open avenue toward Poland, whose independence 
they had solemnly guaranteed. The Allies could use that avenue to 
supply Poland, in cast aha was attacked, with war materials or give her 
any other military aid, which, ae far as Rumania, could be brought on 
the fcEDXXStttANKAN - AEGEAN - THS STRAITS - BLACK SEA air and sea route, 
perfectly accessible to them because of their friendship with T CRKSt . 
an that international situation, Germany was greatly interested to shake 
the political stability of the regin* of CAROL II In order to weaken 
it or even to overthrow it, in which case they could replace it with 
another regime which would be favorable end subordinated to Germany. In 
that event the Allies would face the Impose ib ill ty of using Rumania as 
an avenue or even a base for Poland 1 * assistance. 



Cm their arrival in Germany, clandestinely, In the Spring of 
1939, SDU and PATRASCU contacted especially the German Intelligence 
services. They contacted Admiral CAHAR13 and Heinrich HIMVLKR through 
fiaJm^lOSSIJaCwho WAA>^ tJin g ^nene.n^ei nrire a dn^ns B anl a. I Attention 
v iraiWiEI?rto the fact that in 19W7l?W>» following tfexiaiy'e 
surrender, SHU was aided by those German contacts, which he made in 1939, 
to contact the American intelligence services in Oemany and Austria) . 
Without considering for a second the tragedy which the Legionaries bad 
experienced by the -assassination of CODRRANU, only ten months before, as 
a repressive measure and also as an sample and as a warning from the 
regime of CAROL II, who was strongly supported abroad, SDIA returned * 
clandestinely from Germany to Rnsm/rla and organised personally and 
directly the assassination* of Armand C ALINES CU • He was well aware that 
a great number of Legionaries were held in prison* and cat 3 >s as hostages 
by CAROL'S regime. * 

The first consequence of SIN A and PATRASCU 1 e relations with 
Admiral CANAR1S and with Heinrich KBttLER was, therefore, the sseasainAticn 
of Armand CAUHBCU, the most important man of CAROL 1 * regime, a* 
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hisistar of the Interior* The German# ha d, undoubtedly, calculated 
very veil the political effects of that assassination to fit into and ' 
aid th«B in their "Blits-Krier" which they started against Poland on 1 
September 1939, only several days before the assassination* CaLBESCU’b 
death dealt a severe blow to kumsni* at that time, the government being 
cunsiderably weakened, the political and military potentials being 
strongly shaken by the internal crisis which was felt all over the 
country* A second consequence was the assassination, by the government, 

* of the founders and leaders of the Legionary Movement who had survived 
the first repressive measures sod were detained in the KICRCUi&A CIUC 
and VaSLJl camps, of the old legionary leaders who were incarcerated in 
the special prison st RAMHIOUL SARAT, and of s great number of Legionaries 
throughout the country, as s radical repressive measure against the 
Legionary fovcnent. A third consequence was the search, organised by 
the police, after the members of the subversive Legionary organization, 
which led to the capture and execution of many* SJkA and his immediate 
followers returned clandestinely to their base in Germany, from which 
they had started. A fourth consequence was the plunging of' the whole 
country into a most serious political crisis, exclussive beneficiaries 
of shlch were Geniany and the Soviet Union who, several months later, 
in IpltO, dismembered the Humanism state in fsvor of HUNGAKT and BULGARIA, 
Germany's partners in World Aar I, and also in favor of the Soviet 
Union. Germany seized that opportunity to impose on Rum a ni a also the 
creation of the German ethnic Group in Transylvania* 

The foregoing facte point out clearly how in only two years, 
193& and 1939, the old Legionary guard which had been brought up, 
educated and led on the right political path by its founders and by 
its old leaders, was destroyed by SIMA and PATfUSCU. By their actions 
those two men caused the destruction of the best human elements of the 
old guard, and the birth of a new Legionary guard with a deformed 
character and way of thinking as a result of the clandestine and 
subversive existence and activities of its members. The new guard 
enployed exduseively the method of political terrorism which had been 
abandoned by the old guard. 



U. The Period 19itf> - 19l*l. 

As it was shown above, Nasi Germany, who was preparing the 
war against the USSR, needed in Rumania a regime tfiicb would be 
favorable to her political-economic interest* cud to her war plana. 
Xing CAROL U had a weakened political position in Ru ma ni a as a result 
of the fall of Csechoalovakia with it, of the Little Entente in 
March 1938, followed by the fall of Poland in September 1939 and of 
franco in 19U0, Rumania's principal allies . CAROL still desired to 
bold the power of the state in his own hands and was maneuvering in 
all possible directions In order to achieve that aim* 

SHU, on the other hand, had succeeded meanwhile to destroy 
the important leaders of the Lagionary Movement - by conscious or 
unconscious acts — hsd successfully neutralized or paralyzed the o per 
opposition put up against him, in 1939 sod in 191*0, by

Curing the Sooner of 19b0, SIMA and PATRAS CU went again 
clandestinely from Germany to Romania, where he relied for assistance 
on PAHRICIUS and on Niki STSFAKESCU, who bad already prepared tbs 
atoo sphere for his arrival* SDU's next move was to "make an act of 
political submission" to CAROL/ II, in exchange for which CAROL 
organised the MAllOi'a PaRTT frartldul Matiimil) as single government 
party and appointed SIMA MinistSTTf^SteHrkellgion) and Dr. Augustin 
B1DEAKU Minister for Public Inventory. The lack of political morality 
which SIMA proved by his act of political submission to and his accord 
with CAROL II, whom SIMA considered bis bitterest political enemy, was 
considered in Rumania as a "symbol" of his character. 



SIMA took advantage of bis new political position, which 
permitted hi® a great freedom of movement, and of the general weakness 
of the uunanien state, which was subjected to dismemberment by Germany 
and the USSR, following the RIBBEKfKOP * MOLOTOV agreement, and organised 
the coup of September 19bu, after he had established direct contact and 
an agreement with General Ion ANTONESCU. The ensuing abdication of 
King CAROL n, the appointment of ANTONISCU as Leader (ConducatorJ of 
the State, the oomlng Into power of the Legionary regime as a dictatorship, 
the measures taken by SIMA and b* the handful of friends devoted to him, 
such as Nicolas PATRAS CU, NlcolealSTOIClNESClL Traian BOROBARU, Alexandra 
POPOVICI, Father y*oii # BOLDCANU, led Rumania to a grave political and 
economic crisis which was aggravated by the recent territorial losses* . 
BESSARABIA, Southern DOBttOQEA, Northern TRANSYLVANIA and BUKOVINA. 

That situation caused an .open conflict between SIMA, 

Commandant of the Legionary torment, Nicolas PaTRASCU, General Secretary 
of the Movement, and their circle of devoted friends, and:

SBlA end PATHASCU then figured that they could get out of 
those difficulties by throwing wide open the gates of the Legion for 
all those who desired to join it, whoa they could use for internal 
maneuvers, which they did. Being faced by that situation, almost all 
the old Legionaries asruaed an attitude of reserve and cautious waiting, 
to which they were driven also by the teachings which they derived from 
their experiences during 1939 end 1939, which had been caused by SIkA. 
The Legionary organisation was then invaded by a great number of 
uncontrolled el en ante, by opportunists who saw tntir chance to Join an 
organisation which was already in power, by men who had had nothing to 
do with the old Legionary guard and who knew little or nothing of its 
painful evolution. All those newcomers were Immediately given the 
name of SERTil&RiSTS (Septemviristi) by the old guardsmen, because they 
Joined the Movement after the coup’ of September 19bC. 

in order to solve the general conflict which they had caused 
and fo that they might become the undisputed masters of the R uma n ia n 
state, SIMA and PAlaASCU, and their immediate and devoted followers, 
organised the Rebellion of January 19iil especially with the Septembrist 
members. The first consequence of that bloody act was the issassination 
of a great number of men - primarily Jews - looting, destruction of 
property, etc. The second consequence was the assassination of a large 
number of Legionaries, the arrest and the sentencing to prison terns of 
a still greater number of Legionaries, who wtre accused of serious 
political crimes. The third consequence waa the flight, once again, to 
Nasi Germany, of SIMA, FATkASCU, H. STOICAHESCU, Traian BOROBARU, Tasi le 
jJ AlLiT. Mircea DOGCTRIU, Hie SkULTEA, Eugeo TEODORESCO, from the 
of friends devoted to the ocewaandant", although Germany simultaneously 
supported General ANTONESCU officially end openly so that he might 
restore the political situation in Rumania. That immediate restoration 
was necessary because Rumania figured as a base for the operations which 
the German General Staff had planned to carry out In the BALKANS and 
against the SOVIET UNION. But the sane Nasi Germany , through Uajor 
GJSISSLBt who headed their intelligence service in Ru m ani a, helped SIMA 
and his group to cross the DANUBE into BULGARIA at 0IURG1U, in February 
19Ul. SIMA and his group were provided by GETSSI.EB with German any 
uniforms and German papers. OEISSLER also placed them under the protec- 
tion of Heinrich HIMMLER and Admiral CANARI5 in order to dwferi the® 
from the wrath of Joachim KIBBENfhOP and of Baron Umtrvt to* ■ 
the new German Ambassador to Bucharest.

The last consequence of 
the rebellion was the split of the Legionary organisation in two groups* 

a. A group of Legionaries who had taken refuge- abroad and 
which numbered several hundreds. 

b. The group of Legionaries who had remained in Rumania, 
which included whatever had been left of the old Legionary guard, aa 
wall aa the few leaders who were still alive end free after the 
repressive drive of l?ljl. 

The group of Legionaries who had fled to Germany waa placed 
by the Nasi authorities unto* special supervision, from 19U1 to 19h2, 
some of the mtobera being placed under house arrest. Boris SIMA and 
the representative Legionaries In that group were kept in an SS house 
near FRANCR/RT ms COOK, not far from BERLIN. The rest of tbs group 
were given quarters in the barracks of the colony of the HEINESL 
aircraft factories at ROSTOK, near the BALTIC SKA, where they worked 
as laborers and workers.

la Rumania, the Activities of Alaxandru PQPOTIGI led to 
terrorist eote clone the lines indiceted by SIMA, such as the demon- 
stration of 10 Hey 19U1 on the AKflf a tedium, in the presence of General 
Ion AKTONfiSCU end Baron von KTLUSOcjI. That serious act caused the 
imprisonment of hundreds of young highs chool students from Bucharest. 

. S^YiyjfeuClUKAS then determined J&exandru POPOYId. who was a good 
Xriexuf of his and whose lUe he had fchrAd In the Tall of 1939, to flee 
abroad and to pass the command of the clandestine Legionary organisation 
on tofDr) I 05 if^QQSISi, a Legionary commandant of the old Legionarr 
guard.

5. The Period x9h,2 - 23 August 19UU. 

In 19U2 Kaxi Germany was deeply engaged in her war of 
conquest in USoR and nee led desperately the Rumanian oil, food and 
lines of cowsuni'oa t ions , bee Ides political stability In that strategic 
area, in order to get all that, KlTLQi, RIBBENTROP and KILLING ER, 
either directly or indirectly, used different degrees of coercion on 
AKTGNE5CU by constantly threatening him that in case lie wotELd not 
yield to their excessive demands they would replace his government with 
the Legionaries who had taken refuge in Germany and who were beaded 
by Horla SIMA. 



In February 19L3 the USSR succeeded by her DON, STALINGRAD, 
CAUCridle* and CRIMEAN victories to change the tide of the war in her 
favor. Despite all the German propaga n da, an increasingly powerful 
current was being foiwed in Rumania that the only way to get rid of 
the German and Soviet influences on the 00 untry was to withdraw from 
the war and rebuild Rumania's traditional alliances with the Western 
Allies, the only powers considered capable to guarantee her independence 
and sovereignty. That current was based on the conviction, formed much 
earlier, that Germany could not win the war. 

What did SIMA do in that International situation ? 



SIMA was well aware that his political position in Germany 
was very weak and unstable, that he had become a mere pawn in the 
German game with ANTOMSCU whereby they were exerting pressure on the 
Gener&.iy or< * ar from hia ever increasing political and 
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froa that stalemate, SHU travelled clandestinely to ITALY, In the 
Suanor of 151*3, using for that trip a fa lot passport which had been 
prepared by M^rgaf gDCTB IO through. his oontacta in the German* Intel- 
Jj M XP f poUtTcd acl^'tiriWJQr'to iTALraas based 
on the assump tion that the competition and the diTarsity of in teres ta 
between ITALY and OEBkUKT would induoe MOSSCUNI to give SHU political 
protection and assistance* But his scheme did not work out that way. 
ta HITLERS personal intervention to MUSSOLINI, SHU was sent back to 
Germany In sewer al days. 

The first result of SHiA's attempt to flea from Osman? was 
the internment of absolutely all the Legionaries who were In Germany in 
concentration caqs. A email group beaded by SHU, and made op of 
Constantin PAPANACS, Tralan BGRGBARU, and a few other representative 
Legionaries, were interned in the 5AXHADSEN camp. The rest of the 
I^gionariea, headed by Nicola# PATRAS CU and Klrcea DDOTRIU were Interned 
in the BUCHENWALD camp. 



The second result was that in those two camps the Legionaries 
spent their time until 2h August 19UL, thinking over their past experien- 
ces, analysing the events, which first led to hot discussions, dis- 
agreements, accusations, quarrels and internal struggle and finally to 
their split Into two distinct groups: 

a. Che headed by Horla SIMA, Klcolae PATRASCU, Tralan 
BORCBARC, Vaeilt BCLOvANU and Mlrcea DBOTRIU, 

b. The other headed by Constantin PAP AN ACL, Ille OABNEATA, 
Mills LETTER, KQROUtlCEANU, and others. 



The split was based on all the mistaken political actions 
and the political terroristic actions for which Horia SHU was solely 
responsible and which had had disastrous consequences, had led to the 
destruction of the Legionary Movement as a political organisation, to 
the placing of Its members aoutslde the laws of the Rumanian state and 
to the pit Haas and India criminate drives against the Legionaries since 
1538, whether they had engaged In those activities or not. 

Those Legionaries who had participated personally and directly 
’either in those political or in those terroristic activities, grouped 
themselves around SOU out of personal interact and guided by the 
preservation instinct. They were bound to SDiA by their past full of 
minor and major crimes and had to stick together in order to fight 
together against the consequence to which they were exposed. The? were, 
in majority, SKPTEVBRldTS. 

The majority of the wecbers of the old Legionary guard broke 
away from Horia SIMA and grouped around Hie OaRNEATA and MHle LETTER, 
Legionary Coaoandants of the Glad Tidings and co- founders of the Legionary 
Movement, Constantin PAP AN ACE and others, and started opposing the 
SDU group openly. 



Thus, the "New Legionary Guard", which, as shown abort, was 
organized by SHU after 1938, split in two groups: 

a. A snail group of Legionaries who took refuge abroad, 
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w.lc^. includes Um mbs of menier* of the old Legionary guarj, and which 
hid been organised until 1933, 

As was shown already, the small group of Legionaries who had 
taken refuge abroad, split up, between 19U2 and 19Ui, in the following 
two groups:

A very small number of Legionaries chose to remain independent 
and they, therefore, do not belong to any of the groups. 

In the manner described abore and in the midst of unforget- 
table international events, which led to the collapet of Nad Germany, 
there started the historic process of dissolution and disbandment of 
the Legionary Movement as a political organisation. The movement 
disintegrate 1 slowly, but definitely, into groups which ere still 
looking around for new political orientations and which fight, at 
present, against each other. 



In RUMANIA, during the same period (19U2 - 23 August 19LL), 
following iSBCA's attested flight to IT ALT, Marshal Ion ANTtfiESCU ordered 
more severe repressive measures against the Legionaries. He ordered 
the organisation of "punishment battalions" with the Legionaries who 
were detained in prisons along with the cootuon prisoners* Those 
battalions formed the 2b th Infantry operational Division which fought 
in ih&ssla* Other Legionaries who were free were also sent on the 
rtusslan front with special orders, regardless of their professions, 
ages, physical condition, some of them being even cripples who were 
normally axsmpt from military service. That caused, again, the death 
of several thousand Legionaries. 

The serious repressive measures taken against the Legionaries 
by the ANTOHEhCb regime, the miserable conditions prevailing among the 
Legionaries who ware in Germany and who were finally interned in 
concentration camps, the advance of the Soviet andes into the UKRAINE 
and the possibility that they would enter Rum a ni a, created a difficult 
situation for the Legionaries In Rumania* The INTONES CU regime consi- 
dered them a mixture df extremists, both fascists and commuiists, the 
Allies considered them as being fascists, whereas the Soviet Union 
classed them as antl-Coaomnists* 

Under those conditions each Legionary felt that that 
situation constituted a blind alley in the course of his life, which 
threatened constantly the physical exlstenoe of all those who had 
belonged to .the Movement. The crumbling of the Legionary Movement 
in Rumania, between 191*2 and 19UU, took primarily the form of two 
groiqps of Legionaries which represented two diametrically opposed poli- 
tical orientations and currenti ofcmlnlon . 
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In 19Ul, following the flight abroad of Alexandra PCPCVTCI 
and of Father Van lie BQLEEAtfU, there was formed a clandestine Legionary

SDU in Rumania, nanely. Prof. Oeorge kAHU, Prof. PROTOPOFESCO and 
Costeche OAKS. The lOKGKOVICl-OAVAMLSClil-SIDEAm^Omiro groin became 
closely oomeeted with Marshal ANTOKKSCT, Prof* Vihal ANTCNESOT, with 
the Oerman Ethnic Qroop through Andreas SGBUDT* with Ambassador 
PLUHCER, and was oriented towards Germany. Those relations permitted 
BID&AHU and N07SAHU also to build up graat personal fortune*. They 
owned, all of a sudden, textile factories at CEKNaUTI* farms, real 
astate in MiCGARHST, etc. 



In 19hk, tUl 2} August, both the PAHU-PBOTOPOPfiSCU-GANL and 
the Kli(0NJVICl-0AVij(£SCUI^r;lDc*Ajrtt4i0VEAHU groups supported the policies 
of Kaxi Oemany with the difference that the first group represented 
SIMA and the second supported Marshal AHTUuBbCU against SlkA. The 
development of the military operations on all fronts showed Increasing 
victories of the Allies against Germany. That, in addition to the 
constant weakening of the AKTCKESCU regime, determined the great 
majority of the Legionaries to shun the influence of those two groups 
and to draw nearer to the National Peasant Party of lullu WANJTJ. 

Following the contact established in 19h2, in the Spring of 19u3 MAJilO 
had given a special authorisation tofPr A Vlr gilisOfrflMQHf General 
Secretary of the National Peasant Pax"l|f, w> malftaiit clandestine contact 
with the j O r. Oridiu CC*SA - Dr. Ion COSTBA - Boratiu CQKANICIU group, 
with the special objective of preparing tha withdrawal of fti ma ni a from 
the war. lull u MANIil had made it dear that tha participation of the 
Legionaries to that important action should constitute the factual 
proof that the Legionaries had been reeducated by the events through 
which they had lived since 1938 and had given up the totalitarian 
principles; that they had adopted a new political outlook, towards the 
Western Democracies and that, as such, they had fought for the democratic 
freedoms in tha struggle for the liberation of the country and for its 
I withdrawal from the war. lullu MAN ID also showed that in the exchange 
I of cables which ha had with the Allied Headquarters at CAlKO he asked 
: for the consent of the Allies, which was gives him, that the former 
1 Legionaries be —ployed in the activity a i m in g at the withdrawal of 
Rumania from the war. 



6. The Period 23 August 19hk - 19U8. 

The amp of 23 August 19Ui. the turning of the lra»ai>*fr Ase\v 
a gains t Germany, tha Amlstloe with the Allied Powerc ( tn« .-tcv 
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•no r«pr»«siv» BM»ures stipulated by tbs Armirtic. Conrtntion afaiaet 
™e Legi onaries , their purge from aJI state institutions and private 
enterprises, the creation of she screening comlsslons which worked 
in conjunction with the police headquarters for the Interment of the 
legionaries in oonoeatratlon caepe, etc., led to the eoeplete collapse 
of the clandestine Legionary organisation as it had been built daring 
the iHTCMBSCP regime. In that exceptionally serious situation, Iuliu 
KAtflO addressed a let tar to the former Legionaries, at the end of 
August lPuii, which m published by the whole Rumanian press, (see ANNEX 1) 
That letter, as veil as other documents written in longhand and signed 
by Inlln JUtflU and by Dr. Virgil SCLCKOM are kept at present in the 
Alee of the Secretariat of the National Peasant Party abroad, at 33# 
rue H ib tok, in PARIS# and are at the disposal of the Dr. Ion CQSTEA - 
Horatlu OQKANICID - Ur, Silviu CRACIUXiS group. Those docuasnts are 
a certified guarantee by vhlch MAKIU Intended to defend the Legionaries 
against severe repressive measures, as be had been Informed that such 
measures were being prepared by the Soviet author! tie® and fay the local 
Coeminlats against tbs Legionaries. MANIO's real aim was to defend the 
former Legionaries so that be might be able to use then as experienced 
conbet elements in the fight against the Romanian Commit ts. MNIU 
was well aware of the feet that the prolonged opposition in which the 
National Peasant Party had basal, during CAROL'S and ANTQNJ£CU*s regime, 
had used up and had aged the political combat el events of his party* 

He therefore saw the need to use the Legionaries as new elements who 
would revive the ooshattiveness of his party. lUNIU's act bad the 
following consequences t *

a* The majority of former Legionaries approached the 
National Peasant Party and became members of tltffc organisation. Some .

That group .had the 
most important activity against the Cona anists, In the working class. 
Because of that activity. Engineer VETELfiAKU was arras tod and sentenced 
to 25 years of bard labor, which be serves In the AIUD prison. 



Some Important members of the Permanent Delegation of 
the National Peasant Party, such as IonjklKALACHE, Dr. Nicolas AUJP U, 
VvicolaqJfcEKESCU, opposed the admittance oT ihe lormer LegiohelTlW *Hhto 
fluty, but the president, Iullu jtt fNID, argued with great courage in 
'support of his decision to asslsttnealnd to accept them in* the party. 

b. The disbandment of the groups of former Legionaries who, 
until 23 August l?Ui, had supported th« German policy aid the 
strengthening of the political position of the large group of former 
Legionaries who had approached the National Peasant Party. In an attempt 
to avoid being arrested and to be permitted to hold their Jobs* some 
former Legionaries joined the Social Democratic Party headed by 
Constantin II tel PHXRSSCU. 

c. The unexpected consequence, which had exceptionally 

serious effects on the Legionaries >in Rumania, occurred In Nasi Germany. 
On 21* August 1914, SHU was released from the SAXHAUSEK camp and accepted 
right away to fore a national government. He we a flown 

immediately to BULSt's headquarters in Seat PRUSSIA, where he received 
instructions concerning his goverr»ant and was directed to establish 

.. 
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northern TRANSTWAKIA, accompanied by a German General uno was his 
liaison officer with tha Genoa ns, Slil was stopped In BUDAPEST where the 
l>cal German headquarters Informed him that the German army was not in 
a position to defend Northern TRANSTLVAXIA. That situation compelled 
SXkA to establish hit gorerroent in 7IENKA, where he Immediately 
organised! the radio broadcasts on tha DOtUD station, a national army, 
groupe of paratroopers who were trained in German training centre# and 
who were parachuted into Rumania from German planes under the c ommen d 
of Nicolas PAIkASOU, whom the naned "cocaandlng general" (comandant 
general). Thus, in order to satisfy hi* craving for becoming Prime 
Minister and for governing, 511 A refused to consider end to acknowledge 
the historic decision which had been taken in Rumania by the whole 
nation, from the King to the last peasant, and refused to consider, also, 
that by bia action he was once more exposing to death all the Legionaries 
who were in Rumania, many of whom were still in prisons and casps from 
tha time of the aNTQN25Cu regime, Moreover, SBU's activity in HENNA 
harmed and weakened considerably the activity, in Rumania, of Dr. Ion 
COSTS!, Horatln CXltANlCIU, Dr.. Silviu CBAC1UNA5, and others, for permits 
ting the farmer Legionaries to Join the National Peasant Party and to 
start a new political life. At that time many Rumanian politicians gave 
SlkA's activity as an example that the Legionaries could not be trusted 
when they claimed that they could change their political views, attitudes 
and methods of action. SlkA's activity in VIENNA complicated Rumania's 
internal difficulties and her international position and caused a new 
series of repressive measures to be taken against the Legionaries in the 
oountry, who once again filled the prisons and the concentration camps. 

The establishment of the government of Dr. Petru GROZA on 
6 march 191*6, by the direct Intervention of VISHIKSICT, determined the 
CQSTEA^CXhiiNlDIU-GRACIUKAS group, who had Joined the National Peasant 
Party, to continue Its activity against the Comcunist regime elnadaetinely, 
along with the other political parties. As spokesmen for a large number 
of former Legionaries, the members of that group held the following views 
during the period 1?U5 - 19b 8 t 



a. According to their individual convict lone, the former 
Legionaries should Join the National Peasant Party or any other Rumanian 
democratic political party In order to start a new political life In 
the world which would be organised after the war according to the principles 
of the western Democracies and of the Charter of the United Nations.

As a factual proof for the fight which that group put up for

of C0NAN1CIU, Y2TSLKAOT, CRACIUNAS and those of other former Legionaries 
were mentioned as defendants In the trials of* General ALIKA, head of 
the National Resistance Vorenent (Hiaearea Nationals de Ret Is ten ta), in 
19L6 f Inliu MANIU, President of the KPP, In 19b7 and BUJOItf-PQP- RANH 
also in 191*7 . Other trials which were held some In secret, others 
without publlcitv. santenced thousands of formar Legionaries to prison 
terms. Until I 5 I 10 orer ten thousand former Legionaries were Interned 
in concentration caspe on the basis of the Individual files which had 
been prepared on them by the CAROL and ANTUN2SCU regimes, which the 
Communist regime found in the archives of the Ministry of the Interior. 

The great public demonstrations which were organised by the NPP in the 
Fall of 19Ui, in 191*5 and during the general parliamentary elections held 
In the Fall of 19U6 had a large participation of former Legionaries who 
had Joined the NPP according to the advice given and the preparation 
made by the abovementloned group. 

Following the kANIU trial and the monetary reform of 191*7, 
the CC^JU^ICll^?^CLEAlJU-ChACIUNAS group organized the escape abroad of 
several representative) personalities of the NPP for the purpose of 
continuing the activity against the Rumanian Conounist regime.

Germany's surrender in April 19L5 was the dosing chapter 
in the historic process of dissolution and disbandment of the Legionary 
Lovecent as a political organisation, a process which had started 
immediately after the Rebellion of January 19U1. 

The Legionary g r o u p which SXkJL, headed in VIENNA and in ClSftHANY 
and the group which PATRAS CU headed in BUNAN1A (which had been parachuted 
for partisan warfare behind the tamano-Soviet front) continued to remain 
in radio eouamlcatloe with each other. As the two group* were bound by

SHU ‘e salvation plan worked out as follows: 



a. SHlA's own group scattered, after Germany's surrender, and 
on SlkA's Instructions, brer FRANCE, SPAIW, IT ALT, AUSTRIA and GSOSANT. 
SHU used his aid contacts with the German Intelligence services and 
other military and civilian institutions, which ware taken over by the 
Allied Occupation Powers in Western Germany, and established contact 

with the American, British and French Intelligence services as well as 
with the military, police, acfcinlatratlve and political occupation 
authorities • In that manner SHU saved himself and his group from being 
tried by the WUSK-rfXBEBfl Court where they had been scheduled to appear 
on the chargee of war crimes -and crimes against taaanity. 

b. PATRASCU's group in Rumania maintained radio c o m m u ni cations 
with 3 HA and was instructed by him to contact the Rumanian Secret 
Intelligence .Service and try a similar salvation by contacting, through 
that service, the occupying power in Romania, ie the Soviet authorities. 
SHU'S radioed instructions were received in Rumania by a wireless 
operator nosed . yj gral jBCBOftAG&Aj a Legionary from DOT A, Hunedoara county, 
who had been paracftutfa' 'l&tbTKmaaia with German wirelees equipment as 

a member of PATRASCU's group. According to those instructions PATKASCU 
established contact with JeoharijOEO RO^gg, Minister of the Interior, 
through pic^ TnUIJSgnL in "ibe Filr^ofjESUb f That contact extended soon 
also tofi^^iJSt^P&USCU and DrXwistortogOREA RUt PATRASCU's most 
devotsd' assistant, were arrested, however, enly as T* show, in November 
or December 1PU6 and were held until February 19b6, In a villa located 
on Soseaua AflATORILOR, in Bucharest. During that Interval PATKASCU had 
interviews with TeabaritfFQRQgSGU and with Ads FAIRER, with whom he 
established the following agreement: 

(1) Nicolas PATKASCU, as former General Secretary of the 
Legionary Uovament, agreed to instruct the Legionariee in Rumania not 

to -Join the historical parties. 

(2) Xloolam PATRASCU agreed to Instruct the Legionaries 
who had gone into hiding to report to the Police Injector at ea where they 
would be issued identity documents (Buie tine de Interiors la Blroul 
Populatiei; • 



It appears clearly that the ‘Communists wanted to 
identify the Legionaries who ware living clandestinely. 



(3) The government agreed to pardon PATRASCU, CHIGREanU 
and a number of SEPTSffiRIST Legionaries who had bean eeGte*.\r?J tr* prfin 
far infringement* to the ooroon lew during the Rebellion. \> :*L ; r* 

were released from the HDD prison. 
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That agreement which had SIkA'a approval could only have 
boon made by FATRASCU, who had boon sentenced to death for hie past 
criaee, and wanted to save his cam life. At that time, also, due to hia 
long absence fro* the country, FATRASCU could not understand why former 
Legionaries desired to Join the 1PP and other democratic part lee. The 
beneficiaries of that agreeaest were a ooaparatirely email number of 
Legionaries who were bound together by a conaon preserration instinct as 
thay were all cpllty either of serious political errors, or of infrac- 
tions to the ry^nr ii i law, or both. 

Th| Police Inspectorates and the Communist Party attracted 
nany Legionari^l from the SBTA-PATRASOU group and organised than into 
Police brigades (Rrigaxi de Pditie) which were also called Shock Teams 
- or Units (Bchipe sau Unitati da Soc), and used those brigades for 
arresting and torturing many anti-Cowmunist, democratic fighters, 

PATfUSCU hinself consented to the Legionaries 1 Joining the Rumanian 
Coamnnist Party and diimed that in that manner they could save their 
lives and be ready to fight the Communists when the war would break out. 

The mass of Legionaries, h o wever, viewed the agreement with 
distrust, because of the general distrust of the Concmnists and the 
special distrust of PATAASCU himself, whom they considered responsible 
for ell past tragedies. They therefore did not obey PATftASCU's circular 
as Central Comandant of the Legionary tooveiwnt which was the Implemen- 
tation of the agreement, 

PAtrfA»>C : i 's freedom and freedom of movement permitted him to 
organize a clandestine courier service with Horia SIR A through ftigcn 
i r#>D0na$CUj whe brought dike's instructions and directions concerning a 
f general pxan of political activity.

FATRASCU established contact with George liANU, Prof. PROXOPOPSSCU and 
with nlOTCKJPRSCU's wife, and divided his activity in the country into 
the following three phases: 

a. The maintenance of contact with the R o m a n ia n Coawuniat Party 
and with the Ministry of the Interior by PATRASCU and Pica NBGULSSCU 

for consolidating the group's position with the Communists. 

b. The clandestine organisation of the Legionaries by Dr. 

K is tor CHIGRLJtfU with the aim of participating in the resistance 
activities against the Communist regime as an immediate goal and with the 
long range aim of obtaining political recognition for those activities 
and of reviving the Legionary Movement. 

c. The organisation of the clandestine George I/ANU - PROTQPO- 
PESCU - Oeorrel AD3CTRESCU group for a political activity leading to

political organisation within the framework of future international 
developments.

SIUA's Intention In organising clandestinely the Legionaries in 
rtumila , who were well known for their ejqterleaoe in clandestine activities 
and for their combat Irenes s against Communism, was to polarise and to 
concentrate around that Legionary group all the other resistance groups 
in the country, which consisted of former military personnel or of members 
of other political parties. His final aim was to monopolise, directly or 
indirectly! the leadership of the resistance mov e ment In Rumania, and the 
resistance activities, la Rumania constituted, because of her geographical 
and strategic location, a factor of the first order in the war plans of 
both tha Soviet Onion and of the Western Allies, ss well as in the plans 
for political activity of the Rumanian Resistance Committee abroad, SHU 
had figured out that whoever could control and direct the resistance 
movement in the country, end tha future partisan warfare, would hold tha 
key position of the whole situation in Rumania during the period preceding 
the war, during the war end after the cessation of hostilities. He had 
also considered in his plana that the Western Allies and the political 
parties which were represented abroad would hare to take Into account the 
force which SBu represented, namely, his clandestine group in Rumania, 
his clandestine courier service between 'Rumania and Allied occupation 
areas, the fact that the members of his group who were abroad had bean 
trained by the Germans, during the past war, for sabotage work, for 
parachutage, for partisan warfare, etc. That line cf thinking and of 
action has lad SHU to consider, both in the recant past and at present, 
the clandestine contacting of Rumania and the /resistance movement in the 
country as a monopoly of his, which he is determined to defend by all 
the means available to him. 5 HA and his group fight all those political 
personalities from among the political emigres who are planing or whom 
ha suspects of intending to contact Rumania, either for discouraging them 
to carry out their plans or for co m promising than vis-a-vis the Western 
Allies, r*ho are the essential supporting factors of any such action, 
as will be shown below. 

SR A and PATRAS CU overlooked the following serious contradictions 
which existed In their plan of action: 

a. The left wing of their plan rested, through PAXRASCU and 
Visa N SOULES CU, on the Rumanian Communists;

c. A renewed oonfus ion, caused by SIMA, concerning the former 
Legionaries, so that the measures which will be taken by the Rumanian 
people after Its liberation from the grip of the C onran l ata will hit 
unjustly those who hare no guilt and no responsibility for those actions, 
.along with those who are guilty and fully responsible for thma. 



d. The elimination, by SIKA and PATRASCU themselves, of the 
last possibility which they still had in Rumania to put up an organised 
fight against tha Communist regime and thereby make up for past errors 
and rehabilitate themselves with the Rumanian people for all the evil 
they had done or caused. 



The mass of former Legionaries was reeducated by internal and 
international events with which it had been closely associated ana for 
which it had often bled, from 1938 till 19ii9, and is firmly oriented 
toward the democratic parties and toward the Western Democracies. That 
. mass did not follow SIMA and his group headed by PATRASCU, will newer

as well as the organising of the so-called "Rumanian Committees 11 for the 
assistance of the refugees, aimed to exercise a certain control over the 
R umanian emigration, to prove that the SHU group was active In tha 
national interest and thereby pare tha way for the political recognition 
of the group aa a political party. 

b. The statements of devotion and loyalty which SHU addressed 
in a memoranda* of approximately 30 pages, in the Sumer of 19b9, to

force tha King to adopt an attitude of goodwill toward the recognition

They ataitted to ae that they had been greatly mistaken about the collabora- 
tion of Rum a ni a with Germany which, evidently, pursues her own aims . 



These statements of the leaders of your movement were, in fact, in 
full agrewent with the explicit statement made to me by the founder of 
your movement, Coraeliu CODREAKU, on the occasion of our one before the 
last interview, that his ties with Germany were not the Rational-Socialist 
principles, but that those ties had resulted from hie opinion that in the 
world war which would break out Germany would be victorious, and that there 
should be a political gro up which should serve as a shield for the Rumanian 
interests vls-e-^rls the supposed victor* . Now it is clear, however, that 
Germany will be defeated* 



The dictatorship, the martial law and the censorship of the press 
made it Impossible that those opinions of your leaders be publicly 
expressed and daxwiet rated and, consequently, you had to endure the heavy 
atmosphere which was created around you. 



I m very gratified that you have seised the first momenta of the 
day of our freedom - which has oome owing to the high decision of Hat. the 
king - to lnpart to the world your view* and your decision to start a 
new era. 



Tour so beautiful proclamation reveals your patriotic feelings and 
your full understanding of the victorious democratic ideas and of the 
conception of social justice, which is the earthly religion for the tines 
in which we live. 

Tour declaration proves, to ny great joy, that you are decided to 
participate, in all sincerity, in the constructive work to which the King 
and his Government have called the Nation. 

If you permit me to give you, together with my congratulations for 
your decision and for your beautiful manifestation, a friendly advice, it 
is as follows: devoid, as it is, of Its fundamental conception and of the 

principal attractive of a political ideology and of a foreign policy, your 
movement ho no reoon to be maintained in its old forms. The unsuccessful 
atteept of Boris Sima to govern the country has crested a political atmos- 
phere around your party which makes it impossible for it to spring into 
activity with the dash requested by the times. 

For these reasons I believe that many valuable energies *»>yh are 
grouped in your movement would do well to lok* for suitable viator ; 
other political parties, gocordinj; to ^ir me 5 maces *r.< ' 
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
